This deadly gas is made by dropping 
potassium cyanide or so-called prussic 
acid into sulfurlc acid and water, in a 
tightly cloned room, and leaving It 
instantly, so that tbe operatorwill 
not breathe it In the least. It does 
not injure any fabric, metal, food or 
material, although it will kill living 
plants, animals and insects of all 
kinds when 
used at the propel 


strength. While it is safe to use, it 
must be used with considerable care, 
and for this reason, I have prepared 
an article entitled household fumiga- 
tion, which is published In one of the 
.Monthly Bulletins of the Division of 
Zoology which is sent free to persons 
desiring it.

Hens of big breeds often have filth; 


fluffs, especially when much soft mash 
la fed. The fluff should be cleaned or 
clipped off or the hen will get vent 
gleet, a contagious, nasty disease, bard 
to cure. Think of letting chick babies 
sleep In such a feather bed. 


You were very careful of those birds 


In the breeding season. Breeders must 
be treated well the year around to In- 
irore success. Keed to fortify them for 
the molt and get vid of the surplus be 
tore the molt puts them out of condl 
tton.
